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Sally  awoke  in  a strange  room.  It  was  taste- 
fully decorated  and  quite  comfortable.  She 
felt  rested,  but  did  not  recall  going  to  bed. 

Attempting  to  reconstruct  events  of  the 
immediate  past,  she  remembered  feeling 
dizzy  while  doing  homework  at  her  desk. 
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Sally  is  a 15  year  old  high  school  sopho- 
more. She  had  fainted  the  night  before. 
When  an  hour  had  passed  and  she  failed 
to  regain  consciousness,  her  parents 
brought  her  to  Presbyterian -St.  Luke's 
Hospital. 

Learning  that  she  had  been  hospitalized, 
fear  for  the  future  was  her  initial  feeling. 
She  had  never  before  been  a patient. 

She  wondered  how  sick  she  really  was. 

Under  admission  diagnosis  on  her  chart 
were  the  words,  "coma-question 
etiology. " 
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The  vast  resources  of  Presbyterian -St. 
Luke's  Hospital,  one  of  the  finest  teaching 
and  research  medical  centers  in  the  coun- 
try, continually  focuses  on  the  problems 
of  the  individual  patient. 

These  human  resources,  comprised  of 
some  400  members  of  an  attending  staff, 
over  150  interns,  residents,  and  fellows, 
and  nearly  4,000  employees,  will  be  utilized 
in  determining  the  etiology  (cause)  of 
Sally's  illness. 
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Depending  upon  the  symptoms,  Sally  has 
at  her  service  physicians  from  the  Division 
of  Medicine  representing  13  different  spe- 
cialties. Eleven  specialties  are  available  to 
her  from  the  Division  of  Surgery,  four  from 
Pediatrics,  and  radiologists,  pathologists, 
biomedical  engineers,  microbiologists, 
gynecologists,  and  biochemists  are  also 
available  should  her  physician  require 
their  assistance. 
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Paramount  in  seeking  medical  answers  or 
framing  pertinent  questions,  is  the  intense 
desire  to  render  optimum  service.  Such 
desire  is  created  through  an  atmosphere  of 
intellectual  inquiry  which  pervades  the 
total  complex. 

Each  member  of  the  attending  staff  holds 
a faculty  appointment  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  College  of  Medicine.  They  pass  on 
their  heritage  of  excellence  in  medical 
practice  by  imparting  skills  and  knowledge 
to  medical  students,  interns,  residents, 
fellows,  nurses,  and  technicians.  Through 
the  many  teaching  exercises,  the  practic- 
ing physician  continues  his  study  as  a 
moderator  or  participant  in  seminars,  grand 
rounds,  research  conferences,  and  exer- 
cises where  free  exchange  of  information 
is  so  much  a part  of  the  totality  of  teach- 
ing and  learning. 
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Should  Sally's  illness  be  one  which  is  dif- 
ficult to  diagnose,  or  one  which  is  unique 
in  its  constitution,  it  is  probable  that  her 
case  will  be  discussed  in  grand  rounds. 
Such  an  exercise  gives  the  patient  an  op- 
portunity to  benefit  from  the  combined 
thinking  of  some  200  medical  students, 
house  staff  members,  attending  physicians, 
and  scientists. 
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A /so  at  the  service  of  the  patient  is  the 
huge  corps  of  research  investigators  who 
daily  seek  solutions  to  existing  medical 
problems.  Last  year  alone,  more  than  WO 
separate  medical  and  scientific  projects 
were  studied  by  researchers  representing 
50  different  specialties,  resulting  in  308 
scientific  papers.  Their  contributions  to  the 
fund  of  knowledge  being  accumulated 
has  a direct  effect  upon  the  high  guaiity 
of  care  rendered. 
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Research  and  education  are  combined  to 
provide  the  highest  patient  care  standards, 
yet  the  optimum  care  can  be  reached  only 
when  the  quality  of  available  human  re- 
sources are  exploited  to  the  fullest. 

Sally  and  her  parents  are  secure  in  the 
knowledge  that  the  finest  in  medical  and 
scientific  talent  work  as  a team  designed 
to  achieve  one  goal — quality  perform- 
ance in  the  rendering  of  patient  care.

HIGHLIGHTS  1967-68 


PATIENT  CARE 


NEW  CARDIAC  CENTER 

From  a modest  beginning  in  1948  when  Chicago’s  first  cardiac 
catheterization  laboratory  was  established  at  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
the  Section  of  Cardio-Respiratory  Diseases  expanded  to  cover 
segments  of  three  floors  in  two  separate  buildings.  Totally  new 
laboratories,  providing  twice  the  current  space,  have  just  been 
occupied  and  will  be  among  the  finest  for  cardiac  patient  service 
in  the  country. 

KIDNEY  CENTER 

A new  renal  dialysis  and  intensive  care  unit  was  constructed  on 
the  11th  floor  of  the  East  Pavilion. 

NEW  CARPETING 

During  the  past  year,  nearly  8,000  yards  of  carpeting  was  in- 
stalled within  the  hospital,  in  private  and  semi-private  rooms,  and 
in  corridors  on  two  floors. 

ELECTRIC  BEDS 

A total  of  454  electric  beds  have  been  installed  for  patient  comfort 
and  improved  care  at  a cost  of  nearly  $200,000.  Replacement  of 
room  furniture  for  664  patients  has  also  been  accomplished. 

PATIENT  MONITORS 

New  central  monitoring  units  are  now  located  on  many  floors  of 
the  hospital  providing  direct  communication  with  the  patient  room 
and  allowing  continual  surveillance  of  the  patient. 

BUS  FROM  PARKING  AREA 

Courtesy  bus  service,  provided  for  patients  and  visitors,  trans- 
ported over  29,000  passengers  to  and  from  the  parking  lots  during 
the  past  year. 

FAMILY  ROOMS 

For  the  convenience  of  patients  and  their  relatives,  three  new  fam- 
ily rooms  and  a lounge  have  been  constructed  on  the  main  floor  of 
the  East  Pavilion.  They  were  created  as  a memorial  to  Solomon  A. 
Smith  by  his  family. 


PARKING 

The  hospital  added  a new  parking  area  to  hold  50  automobiles  on 
the  property  located  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Ashland  and  Harri- 
son streets. 

HEALTH  CENTER  HOURS  IMPROVED 

The  physical  appearance  of  the  outpatient  area  in  the  Health 
Center  has  been  improved,  and  extension  of  the  triage  to  a seven 
day  schedule  from  8:30  a.m.  to  midnight  was  begun. 

MICROBIOLOGY  EXPANDS 

The  Department  of  Microbiology  has  expanded  into  new  -space 
recently  completed  adjacent  to  its  present  location,  improving 
its  ability  to  render  patient  oriented  laboratory  service. 

TEA  ROOM  AND  GIFT  SHOP 

A new  tea  room  and  expanded  gift  shop  provided  by  the  Woman’s 
Board  were  completed  during  the  past  year  for  the  convenience 
of  patients,  their  families,  and  hospital  visitors. 

NEW  SECTION  IN  MEDICINE 

The  establishment  of  the  Section  of  Gastroenterology  in  the  Divi- 
sion of  Medicine  further  expands  the  hospital’s  ability  to  render 
service  in  the  sub-specialty  areas. 

VOLUNTEERS 

Volunteer  service  was  increased  this  year  with  hostesses  visiting 
more  than  4,600  new  medical  and  surgical  patients.  Volunteers 
also  distributed  items  from  the  gift  shop,  provided  pictures  for  pa- 
tient rooms  from  the  art  cart,  and  distributed  20,000  books  and 
magazines.

RESEARCH 


SCOPE 

Investigators  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital  last  year  required 
a budget  of  $3,665,879.  All  research  funds  were  provided  through 
private  donors  or  outside  granting  agencies  and  were  not  derived 
from  income  generated  through  patient  or  ancillary  service  fees. 
Investigators  submitted  408  scientific  papers.  305  were  published, 
and  103  are  still  in  press.  A total  of  239  research  projects  are 
ongoing. 

MILE  SQUARE  HEALTH  CENTER 

Studies  on  relationship  of  socio-economic  variables  to  health  care 
have  been  studied  here.  This  center  is  located  north  of  the  hos- 
pital in  a square  mile  of  economically  depressed  housing. 

KIDNEY  DISEASE 

Cooperative  studies  on  the  relationship  of  kidney  function  to  reno- 
vascular hypertension  is  being  investigated  in  the  Renal  and 
Nutrition  Section  of  the  Division  of  Medicine.  This  section  has  also 
received  a $269,000  three-year  grant  from  The  Hartford  Foundation 
for  research  in  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  congenital  urinary 
disease  in  children. 

HEART  DISEASE 

In  the  Cardio-Respiratory  Section  of  the  Division  of  Medicine, 
studies  are  underway  which  involve  calculation  of  total  “effi- 
ciency” of  the  heart  muscle  by  a new  technique  based  on  the 
principle  of  sonar.  Cooperative  studies  of  results  of  cardiac  sur- 
gery and  renal  vascular  hypertension  are  being  continued  in  the 
Department  of  Surgery. 

NEUROLOGY 

Extensive  studies  of  electron  microscopy  of  the  central  nervous 
system  and  the  brain  as  a whole  are  being  carried  on  in  the 
Department  of  Neurology. 

OBSTETRICS  AND  PSYCHIATRY 

Programs  are  underway  by  obstetricians  and  psychiatrists  to  study 
patients  who  present  emotional  reactions  to  pregnancy  and  gyne- 
cological illness. 

ARTERIOSCLEROSIS 

Pathologists  are  studying  arteriosclerosis  by  producing  the  dis- 
ease in  animals  by  feeding  a diet  rich  in  cholesterol. 

HEPATITIS 

The  Section  of  Hepatology  is  utilizing  the  marmoset,  a small  South 
American  primate,  in  its  studies  to  determine  the  potential  causa- 
tive agent  and  the  immune  response  to  hepatitis.  They  are  also 
involved  in  a nationwide  study  of  incidence  of  hepatitis  after  car- 
diac and  major  vascular  surgery. 

LEUKEMIA 

Hematologists  are  studying  the  replacement  of  blood  forming  tis- 
sues by  transfer  of  cells  to  animals  whose  own  blood  forming 
system  has  been  destroyed  by  radiation.  These  studies  apply  to 
treatment  of  malignancies  with  particular  emphasis  on  leukemia. 
Pathologists  have  been  studying  leukemia  by  induction  of  tumors 
which  restrict  the  dietary  intake  of  a common  element,  magnesium. 

ENDOCRINOLOGY 

Studies  of  fat  metabolism  in  relationship  to  atherosclerosis  are 
being  carried  on  in  the  Section  of  Endocrinology  and  Metabolism. 
The  section  is  also  involved  in  diabetes  studies  and  development 
of  better  tolerance  tests  for  early  diagnosis  of  the  disease. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Epidemiologic  studies  of  environmental  contaminants  such  as  anti- 
biotic feed  supplements,  air  pollution,  and  hospital  sanitation  are 
being  carried  on  in  the  Section  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

PEDIATRICS 

Pediatricians  are  continuing  their  research  into  birth  defects, 
studies  on  allergies  in  children,  congenital  heart  disease,  rheu- 
matic fever,  and  rheumatic  heart  disease. 

NERVOUS  SYSTEM 

Biomedical  engineers  are  researching  electrical  activity  of  the 
nervous  system,  and  in  the  area  of  mathematical  biology,  studies 
continue  in  the  mechanical  properties  of  tissues  and  monitoring 
systems  for  patients. 

OPHTHALMOLOGY 

Hereditary  factors  in  infantile  glaucoma  and  damage  to  retinal 
vessels  from  disease  are  being  studied  in  the  Department  of 
Ophthalmology. 

UROLOGY 

Urologists  are  studying  the  functioning  of  the  lower  urinary  tract 
and  congenital  abnormalities  in  children. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

Biochemists  are  working  on  metabolic  aspects  of  nephron  func- 
tion, and  the  biochemistry  of  human  platelets,  as  well  as  the  study 
of  influenza  virus. 

MUMPS  AND  RUBELLA  VIRUS 

The  Department  of  Microbiology  has  developed  an  attenuated  live 
mumps  vaccine  and  first  experimental  batches  have  been  pre- 
pared. They  are  also  researching  a skin  test  for  detection  of  im- 
munity in  pregnant  women  for  Rubella  Virus. 

ORTHOPEDICS. 

Surgeons  have  been  studying  the  factors  which  relate  to  and  con- 
trol bone  formation  and  bone  resorption. 

RADIOLOGY 

Radiologists  are  investigating  cleft  palate  speech  by  use  of  video- 
tape and  simultaneous  cinefluorographic  study,  as  well  as  con- 
tinued studies  in  lung  embolism. 

HEART  TRANSPLANTATION 

Surgeons  have  been  investigating  heart  transplantation  in  dogs  as 
well  as  the  study  of  lung  function  during  total  cardiopulmonary 
bypass,  preliminary  to  human  transplant  efforts. 

CANCER 

Radiologists  are  studying  pre-operative  radiation  of  lung  cancer 
and  have  established  a mammography  laboratory  for  study  of 
breast  -cancer.  The  Section  of  Oncology  is  continuing  its  exten- 
sive work  on  cancer  drugs. 

RESEARCH  BULLETIN 

The  hospital  has  been  publishing  a quarterly  clinical  and  scien- 
tific journal  comprised  of  original  papers  prepared  by  members 
of  the  medical  and  scientific  staff.  Interns,  residents,  and  graduate 
fellows  are  also  invited  to  participate  in  the  work  which  may  then 
be  published  in  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Medical  Bulletin. 

RESEARCH  REPORT 

The  hospital  has  recently  prepared  a report  on  research  accom- 
plished during  the  1967-68  fiscal  year.  Copies  of  this  report  will 
be  mailed  on  request.

EDUCATION 


ENDOWED  CHAIRS 

One  of  the  most  exciting  developments  of  the  past  year  was  the 
creation  of  three  additional  endowed  chairs.  Although  this  con- 
cept has  underwritten  excellence  in  colleges  and  universities  for 
many  years,  the  creation  of  an  endowed  chair  within  a hospital 
was  first  accomplished  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s.  The  endowed 
chair  assures  continual  quality  at  the  teaching  level. 

The  Harriet  Blair  Borland  Chair  of  Pathology  was  established 
through  contributions  made  by  Chauncey  B.  Borland  and  his 
family.  The  Richard  B.  Capps  Chair  of  Hepatology  was  created  by 
gifts  of  friends  and  patients  of  Dr.  Capps.  The  Josephine  and 
Arthur  Dyrenforth  Chair  in  Gastroenterology  was  created  under 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Dyrenforth.  These  chairs  are  added  to  the  pre- 
viously established  Jean  Schweppe  Armour  Chair  of  Neurology 
and  the  John  W.  and  Helen  H.  Watzek  Chair  of  Biochemistry. 

INTERNS 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  was  the  only  accredited  teaching 
hospital  in  the  State  of  Illinois  which  filled  all  intern  positions  for 
1968-1969,  via  the  National  Intern  Matching  Plan.  In  a market 
where  there  are  two  positions  for  every  applicant,  attracting  the 
top  medical  school  graduate  reflects  directly  the  quality  of  teach- 
ing and  the  practice  of  medicine. 

TEACHING 

Every  member  of  the  hospital’s  attending  staff  holds  a faculty  ap- 
pointment at  the  University  of  Illinois.  During  the  past  year,  200 
undergraduate  medical  students  of  the  College  of  Medicine  re- 
ceived a major  portion  of  their  clinical  experience  and  individual 
instruction  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

GRADUATE  EDUCATION 

A new  generation  must  be  made  proficient  in  highly  technical 
skills  but,  perhaps  more  important,  they  must  be  inculcated  with 
an  attitude  of  intellectual  integrity  and  a degree  of  curiosity  and 
adaptability  never  before  required.  During  the  year  37  interns,  129 
residents,  17  research  fellows,  and  36  graduate  students  trained 
under  the  supervision  of  the  attending  staff.  50  guest  lecturers 
representing  internationally  recognized  diagnosticians,  surgeons, 
and  researchers  also  visited  the  hospital. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Six  administrative  residents  are  now  in  training  through  daily 
teaching  conferences  and  assignments  to  various  departments. 
The  first  class  of  all  college  graduates  completed  the  unit  man- 
ager training  program  and  have  been  assigned  to  patient  care 
units. 


Within  the  next  year,  a department  of  Pastoral  Care  and  Education 
will  be  established  to  train  hospital  chaplains. 

ALLIED  HEALTH 

To  educate  allied  health  personnel  and  continually  upgrade  the 
skills  of  present  health  care  employees,  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  has  initiated  a number  of  innovative  programs.  The  fol-

In  addition  to  the  internal  educational  programs  listed  above, 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  initiated  an  Allied  Health  Pro*- 
gram  in  the  spring  of  1967  in  cooperation  with  Chicago  City 
College,  Crane  Campus.  Students  receive  14  weeks  of  classroom 
work  at  the  junior  college.  Their  clinical  or  internship  training 
combines  classroom  and  practical  experience  at  the  hospital. 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  trained  232  students  last  year  in 
the  following  allied  health  specialties:  Nurses  Aide,  Operating 
Room  Technician,  Ward  Clerk,  Transfusion  Therapy  Aide,  Inhala- 
tion Therapy  Aide,  Inhalation  Technician,  Occupational  Therapy 
Aide,  Pharmacy  Aide,  and  Dental  Health  Aide. 

Nursing  Education 

Including  the  final  graduating  class  for  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
School  of  Nursing,  311  students  were  awarded  diplomas  and 
R.N.  certificates  during  the  1967-68  year.  The  hospital  is  con- 
tinuing its  training  program  for  nursing  students  through  a co- 
operative effort  with  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of  Nursing.
